dꝛen, and endeuoꝛeth to make himſeile abſolute Lo2d of all

much maruaile at, this beeing the moſt ertellent pꝛaie that 
euer Punce obteined , but rather wiſh that wee would here 
fo:e-thinke vs, befoze we be bound, fo2 it wil be to late with 
after thouzhtes to recoucr our libertie bering once loſt. Foz 
the effecting whereof his Embaſſadour heere amongſt vs, 
(a man as it were boꝛne to the managing of ſuch affaires) 
hath p2oceeded ſo farre by his extraoꝛdinarp liberalities , and 
by meancs of his pꝛeaching Friers, and mertings ol his Jes 
ſiutes (his dilgtiſed ſpics., whom we haue freely enterteined 
amongſt vs to our great colt andcharges) that in the end a 
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contract is agreed on, which in effec is the verie ſale of the 
Crowne of Fraunce : foꝛ the ratifying whereof, it is euen 
now a concluding to put the Spantarde in full poſſeſſion of 
the ſame. And that it may not bee gaineſatd , ſome labour 
to perſwade vs that it is the onelv and moſt neceſſary thing, 

as without which we mult of neceſſity in the end become all 
Heretigues. O moſt miſcrable wzetches then that we ber. 
Can nat our Catholique religion continue without the ſafe- 
tie of an aged Þpaniard :? hath it no other holdlaſt, then vp- 
pon ſo ſclender a thzeede 2 Are wee now come to this paſſe, 
that if either the Izing of Spaine (whoſe aged peares bꝛede 
continuall danger)ſhould chance ere long to die, oꝛ the Turk 
ſhould againe aſſaile him, oꝛ the Flemmings renewe their 
warres, oꝛ if the Poztingales (which can no longer b2zoke 
vs infuppoztable tyꝛanny) ſhould happen to rebell, whercby 
his leiſure might not ſerue him, to reſtoꝛe France to her de⸗ 
ficed peace. And if either the one oꝛ the other ſhould befall 
bim (all which ere long are moft likely to happen) are wee 
t en vtterly to loſe our Religion:? why god God, who 
to deliver thy people from bondage, didſt rcftraine the courſe 
of the waters, and madeſt a wall of the ſea againſt the ſea it 
ſeife, tanſt thou not at this pꝛeſent in the ſecrets of thy great 
p2ouidence , finde ſome meanes to continue the gloꝛy of thy 
bolie name, but that ofneceſſitic we muſt be made the bond⸗ 
flaucs of a moſt cruel maiſter being the moſt inſolent tyꝛant 
that euer liued, oꝛ now doth liue on earth! MPult it needes 
be (L ond) that thy Religion, which at the beginning pꝛeuai⸗ 
led in France againſt the Romane ſlauerie, being an aſſu⸗ 
rance of our free libertie, and a pledge of thy great fauoure, 

muſt it now pꝛoduce moſt contrary effects in conſtraining 
bs to peelde our ſelucs to the Spaniſh tirarmp :? Ch happis 
then, pea th2iſe happie thoſe our fozefathers , who fighting, 
died, rather then they would become Spamirds, mult wee 
now their ſucceſſiue childzen ſo much degerate from them 

adult wee nedes become Opanards ? tt >: 
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bloud hath p2ofited ſo little, vet at leaſt, why haue yon nut 
left vs ſome ſparke of pour Hanoz , 02 ſome  p2atſe-wozthie 
motions to die in fight againſt thoſe, who ſeeke to diſpoile vs 


of our ubertie? Shall it remayne chꝛonitled in the hiſtoꝛies 
of our time, that a few Hugunots ( albcit with extremitie of 


danger haue maintained themſclues true French, not be- 
comming either Engliſh oꝛ Gennaines, in ſuch ſozt as that 
albeit we ſought to enfozce them with the crueltie ol fire,and 
other toꝛments to alter their Religion, pet ſparcd they not 
to apde vs them ſelues, in the recouerie of ewhauen: and 
that we, whome none hath dared ſo much as to thinke to 


conſtraine in our Religion, and who moze then doubly ex- | 
cerde the armie of our enemie, doe ſo flenderlp regard the ho 
nour of our Countrie, and our owne pꝛoper libertie , that at 
the firſt we are contented to perde our ſelues pzofeſfed @pa- | 


ntards : Here ſome will ſap, it is not the name of 
he will ſo ſone take vpon him, but onely of P2otectoz Oh 
learned Lawiers,,andſuch as vnderſtand the ſenſe and meas 
ning of wo2des : is not eucry king neceſſarily either a ty⸗ 
rant , 02 elle a P:otectoz. The king of Spaine would make 
vs belcene that he will be our P2otecto2 But in what ſoꝛt: 
Dod not the Romanes content them ſelues with the bare 


name of friendes , andallyes with thoſe, whom by conqueſt 


they had made their ſubiects 2 And doth not he at the firit 
vlurpe the name of maiſter ouer vs 2 But make your meas 
ning a little moꝛe plaine vnto vs: cpther we ſhall haue no 
king at all (and vet Philip ſhall be our king)o2 we will haue 


another, which if we haue, he muſt nerdes be vnder the p20- 


tection of the Spaniſh king. What 2 ſhall the king of 
France ( who neuer had any other Pzotectoz but God , and 
the ſwo2de which he hath giuen him, and wo neuer had o⸗ 
ther ſuperiour to direct and commaunde him) acknowledge 
himſelfe to be at the diſpoſition of the Spaniard, and leaue 
God, to be vnder the Spaniſh pzotection ? At the begins 
I RECs would take no _ 
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title vppon him, then Pꝛotectoꝛ of the Catholike religion, 
But nowe we finde the contrarie: fo2 the very firſt woꝛd of 
the agreement which ſome haue paſſed vnto him, impozteth 

him to be P2otecto2 of the kingdome 4 Crowne of France, | 
But imagin this(wherto we are pcrſwaded)to be very true, 
and that we had a P2oteco2 of our Catholigne faith, and 
a King who fo2 the pꝛeſeruation of the Catholique religion 
(as one vnable to ſubſiſt of humſelfe ) ſhould ſtande in nerde 
of a P2otectoz, I woulddemamd but this queſtion , whe- 
ther of the two ſhould haue abſclutc authoatie to commande 
in tine of warre 2 who the direction of armies 2 whether 
the placing of gouernoꝛs, officcrs, and benefices 2 and if any 
matter of ſtrife oꝛ controuerſie ſhould happen betweene the, 
epther fo2 matters of religion oꝛ otherwiſe , oꝛ if the one 
would vſurpe ouer the other, who ſhould pꝛocure an agree- 
ment betweene them 2 Oh rare imaginations. As it poſſibie 
the woꝛld ſhould haue two Sunnes: oꝛ one Eſtate two So⸗ 
neraines : And i it be needfull ( as in deed it is moſt neteſſa⸗ 
rie) that the one ſhould bee vnder the other, whether in rea⸗ 
ſonable ſence is likely to be the greater commander: the PPꝛe⸗ 
ſeruour oꝛ P2ofecto2: oꝛ he wha ſhadowed and pꝛotected vn 
der a greater power then his awhe 2 Alas, doth he not alrea 
die by theſe articles, take vpon hun the name ol his aieſtie 
without any addition thereunto? What difference is there 
betwerne the name of Maieſtie and King, but that the firſt 
is a name of greater pꝛide and moꝛe arrogancie . Let vs ſay 
(if ſo much liberty be left vnto vs, and that we be not already 
become his ſlaues, let vs boldly ſap that which euery man 
doth knowe. That the king of Spaine will be our maiſter 
fo2 a time vnder the name of aieſtie, and of P2otectoz en- 
terchangeably : but in the ende, foz euer vnder the name of 
king, He will haue his Lieutenant, o2 Uicero of France, 
as he hath of Naples: andfoz a while he will vie them that 


 p*eſently apde and aſſiſt him to ſerue his owne turne, but at 


kid deſtrop oz at leaſt baniſh them: fearing leaſt they will 
not 
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nat hunnbiy enough obey him in Fraunce: and then thall we 
haue a Don Ferdinando amongſt vs, as well as his other 
ſubiecs : it is expedient that we ſpeake thus boldly. Haue wc 
not beene long enough deluded with thele fantaſies, haue we 
not often beene tolde , that in ſoth there is ſome intelligence 
and entertourſe of dealing with p Spamard, but not of ſuch 
conſequence as ſome imagine, x peraduenture he crpects,and 
that is neceſſarie to retame him in erpectation of ſome great 
god, but that in the end he is vndoubtedly to be deceiued: fo2- 

aſmuch as he knowes not how to make his owne bargaine, 
and take god aſſurance of vs: It is not a god while, ſince 
the ſtate of France is ſecretly bought and ſolde: eſpccrally at 
this pꝛeſent time, when with all manner of open hoſtilitie it 
is furiouſly aſſaulted Muſt wee ſtill diſſemble and hide the 
cauſe of our nuſcric 2 oꝛ rather muſt wee needes pleaſe our 
owne humours therein, ſeduced with a vaine hope of coine 
and ſilucr 2 As though anie thing could happen moze yuſera- 
ble to a minde of ame courage and valoꝛ, then to be enfoꝛced 
cuen tofcll himſcife fo2 mere want and penurie. Are wee (0 
po2e and needie: Here let me aſke a queſtion o2 two, what 
is become of thoſe great and infinite ſiummes of mony which 
not long ſince were ſormde in many houſes of this Citie 2 

Ulhere are thoſe huge ſunnnes that were leuied of ſa many 
ranſomes , lones, benenolences , and impꝛeſts: where was 
that money nnploped which was made of the ſale of all our 
ptate, of all our chames, and of all our iewels 2 Js the grea- 
teſt part thereof tranſpoꝛted out of the Realne 2 Haue not 
tertaine, as it were hunger ſtarnen Peſants, andgreedv var⸗ 
lets, ſo enriched themſeiues with the remainder , that they 
are now as demie Pzinces 2 Have not ſome of them ſo ſump- 
tuouſlp adozned themſelues therewith, that they iet it vp and 
downe rather like new married bzidegromes, then ſouldiers 
fit fo2 the field : Pane not many ol our beſt and richeſt wi- 
dowes of Roane and Paris, beene ſeduced and beguiled with 
fome part of it: TY IT 


well 
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well managed, and our reuenues fo well huſbanded, that fo2 
neede and pouertie wee ſhouldin the end be infoꝛced to ſerke 
vs new Maiſters 2 Nas this the reaſon that Roland our 
Trraſurer could ncuer ber bꝛought to anv account, ſoꝛ feare 
we ſhould ſee the infinite (pea bottomleſſe) depth of our reue⸗ 
mics :? and thcrewithall perceiue that it is not in the power 
of the Spaniard tofurniſh vs with the twenteeth parte of 
 fichandſogreatſinmnes. Alas awd man, where ſhouldhee 
leaiue ſo great ſto2e of ſiluer { Are wee ignoꝛant how befoze 
hee loſt his great fleete (foltſhly by him baptiſed the Jnumnct- 
ble, of which long befoꝛe wee ſaw ſo many arrogant Cato⸗ 
loques both watten and pꝛinted, who miſcrable ſlaues wee 
afterwards receiued into cur poꝛtes, permitted them in pity 
to bee releeued by begging from doꝛe to doꝛe) her bꝛake and 
was banquerout with his creditcurs of Geneua ? But ſhalt 
we better diſcouer and make his penurie moꝛe marufclſt? Let 
vs ſell our ſelues to hum (ſering we deſire it ſo muh) alwates 
pꝛouided, that without faule her make vs readie pauncnt, not 
poſting vs ouer with bonds, pꝛomiſes, plates, ard Spaniſh 
bꝛagges fo? if we be once his ſeruants, what action may wee 
haue againſt our maiſter? What plca map we conunence 
againſt him: Shall our purſe be at his commandement, oꝛ 
his af our diſpoſition 2 Let vs reſigne all theſe ſertile ficides 
vnto hun, theſe bewtifull riuers, let vs deliver al theſe ſtrong 
and mightie townes vnto him, theſe godly and ſtately buul- 
dings. Toconclude, let vs ſurrender all France vnto him, 
which is the verte eve and bewtic of the woꝛld) and that foz 
nothing. Let vs freely and trankcly aine him all the ri⸗ 
ches and treaſures that are conteined therem. Let vs giue 
him our lwiues, our childꝛen, and whatſocuer e's wee haue, 
and all foꝛ nothing oh aricie and intollerable miſery to think 
vpon let him buy nothing but our ſelues, and that at the lo⸗ 
Weſt pꝛice. And the chepeſt rate that may be, ſo that he make 
readie payment, Let him diſburſe but twentie millions of 


en, GW 
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man. But what ſpeake J of twentie millions ol gold- it be 
ing ſo farre from his meaning, who neuer intended to giue 
vs one hundꝛeth thouſand crownes. Oh how long is it ſince 
we are bought t ſold, but no paiment made vet, onely two x 
thirtie thouſand crowncs excepted, which lately he deliuercd 
to thoſe ſirtcenc theeues, and that onely to ſolitite and haſten 
our deliuerie? But where (I beſœch vou) ſhall he leauie ſo 
many nuilons of god: where ſhall he haue ſo much monep? 
are they as eaſie to be found as pꝛomiſed : As though wee 
knowe not that the rebellions of the lowe Countries haue 
coſt hun as much golde, as euer he reteiued from the nunes 
of Peru, when he dꝛew them dꝛieſt? Oꝛ when he ranſacked 
the whole country, murthering aboue two millions of thoſe 
po2e, naked, andumacent Indians, on whont he commit- 
ted all the crecrable cruelties, that either antiquitie could in⸗ 
uent, oꝛ the time pꝛeſent deuiſe. 2 The hiſtoꝛie whereof pꝛin⸗ 
ted in the vere 1 5 8 4. was wholy ſmothered by meanes of 
the Jeſu ts, who buying vp all the copies 5 were extant, cau⸗ 
ſed y it ſhould be foꝛbidden to be pꝛinted any moꝛe. Oh bꝛaue 
butchers, whoſe fingers ends itch, to try whether the French 
that doth not ſufficiently humble himſelfe befoꝛe pou, will 
pꝛous ſo abirc and ſo baſe as thoſe pooꝛe and naked ſauage 
Indians. But raucnous tygers that pou are, vou are not 
pet come to that paſſe: knowe vou not that vou muſt con 
front ſo many millions of true Frenchmen, as will (if nede 
require) encounter you with an hundzeth and an hundꝛeth 
battailes, beſoꝛe they will become Spaniardes⸗ What⸗ſhall 
thoſe Marranos , vea, thoſe impious Atheiſtes raigne auer 
vs Kinges and Puinces 2 Shall the Countrie of France 
become ſeruile to the commandement of the Spaniard: ſhall 
France be added to the titles of this Ring of Maiorica 2 Of 
this demie Pore, demie Jew, vea demic Saracine? Shall it 
be made knowne to the woꝛdde, that France is no moꝛe a 
kingdome 2 that France is become paine ? and that all to 
Dar —_— elſe but P2oninces of 

Dpatne? 
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Spaine: : and that the thꝛe flowers de Luce are as ah honoꝛ 
annered to the py-balde and barrie · armes of this vniucrſall 
king 2 Oh that the earth would rather open, and the Sea 
bꝛeake out his lunits, then we doe die and neuer remedie 

theſe outrages: Oh let vs die rather then p2ooue ſuch trai⸗ 
toꝛs to dur natiue Countrv, and that we ſubiea our ſciucs to 
the poke of the Spamiardes. Let vs die rather, vca let vs die 

with our ſwoꝛds in our hands, thitke and thꝛer folde one vp⸗ 
pon another, like the naturall and true childꝛen of our foꝛeta⸗ 
thers, who fo2 the honoꝛ of France, and foꝛ the pꝛeſeruation 
of their owne libertie, haue coucred the plames of Saint 
Quintines, thoſe of Nantie, and ſo manv others with the 
laughtered bodies of theſe accurſed Spaniardes. Nhat, are 
- we bzought to that exigent , that we muſt needs be ſubiect to 
theſe Caſtillians: aue we not yet an hundꝛeth Loꝛdes in 
France, who will choſe to die a thouſand tunes rather then 
vcelde the right they haue, oꝛ heercaiter may haue to the 

crowne of France, aſter the bloud Rozall, vnto any ſtranger 

whatſocuer: An hundꝛeth L. oꝛds (J (ay) who cannot reade 
any one Chapter of our hiſtoꝛies, but they ſhall finde ſunday 
notable exploites and deeds of armes of their anceſtoꝛs, who 
valiantly haue dycd in fight againſt the Spaniardes, and o⸗ 
thcrs theyꝛ enemies, who alwates haue bene the very pꝛops 
and ſtapcs, whereon the ſtate and Crowne of France haue 
depended, who with the loſſe of their bloud, and by their 
mcancs and valoꝛ haue gotten, pꝛeſerued and conquered the 
greateſt part of this moſt goodly and famous Realme , and 
who haue lcft vnto they? childꝛen all the right, intercſt , and 
poſſibilitic they had alter the bloud roiall) in thoſe thinges 
which with ſuch pames t trauaule they haue holpen both to 
get and pꝛeſerue. There is no queſtion but that their title 
will be moſt auaileable againſt all ſtrangers whatſoencr, 
who under p2ctert and colour of avde , haue a long time la- 
boured and ſwoꝛne our vtter rume and fubucrſion . This is 
the reaſon ſoꝛ which we {ce the Spamardes trecherous pꝛo⸗ 
ceedings 
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terdings againſt the Pꝛinces and whole nobilitie of France, 
againſt whom he laboꝛeth by all meanes polſible, to enſlame 
the people daily moꝛe and moꝛe, knowing well that he can 
not late any ſure foundation foz to eſtabliſh the ſtate which 
he goeth about to vlurpe from vs, but by their viter ruine, 
who by no meanes can neuer bzoke him, oꝛ his tyꝛannie. 

Fo? hee knowes full well that our Gentlemen of France 
will neuer be bꝛought cuerie New ypeeres daie to purchaſe a 
licenſe from a Caſtulian, whereby they may bee authoꝛiſed, 
if ſo they pleaſe) to weare a weapon by their ſide, as it is 
notoꝛioully knowen, that thoſe fewe which remame of the 


Nobilitie of Naples, are infozced to dw at this daie: the vſe 


being, that if ante man be noted th2oughout the whole verre 
not to haue ſufficientiv humbled himſelfe to the baſeſt peſant 
that is a Spaniarde boꝛne, they may do him this dilgrace 
and diſhonoꝛ, as at the pres ende to depziue him ol his Ka⸗ 
pier, without peelding ane reaſon wherefoꝛe. Well wots he 
that our Nobilitie can neuer endure to ſee the Caſtics, 
Townes and foꝛtreſſes of France to be in the hands, and at 
the diſpoſition of the Caſtillians. As it is moſt mamfeſt that 
they muſt all ber, by the Barimes of Eſtate which hitherto 
he hath moſt diligently pꝛactiſed: who can neuer be induced 
to reuerente and woꝛſhippe ſuch his Utze-roies , as it ſhall 
pleaſe hun to ſend vs one after another. Uho in concluſion 
will rather haue their 
ſhotud containe Spaniſh ſoules. And here may wer note the 
reaſon whp our Pꝛeachers (dazeled with the bꝛightneſſe of 
his golde, and bewitched with the hope they haue that the 
Abbeis and Biſhoppꝛickes ſhall by the ſpoyle of thoſe which 
pꝛeſently pollefſe them, be beſtowed on them, grounding this 
doctrine of theirs vpon the Councell of Trent) pꝛoclaime 
and p2onounce nought elſe to vs, noꝛ trouble vs with any 
other thing but this, that the Whole no bilitie is vtteriy to be 
defaced and roted out, as ſeruung to no other vle no2 pur⸗ 
poſe, but to . crow vs at their pleaſure, and

thꝛoates cut, then that their bodies

hondur of the French in the heancns 2 Shall we fo vnnatu 
rally maſſacre thoſe in whom nature hath ſeemed to frame 
the very perfection of true valour and pꝛowelſe 2 And 
thall we be-die our uatiur ſovle with the pꝛoper bloud of her 
awne child:cn ? onely to pleaſe their him92s who haue pꝛa⸗ 
ciſcd the like in Flanders: Beguming with the two Carles 
E gmont ard Horne, whome an hundꝛeth thouſande men 
knowe well, and can witneſle to haue died god Catholikes, 
bearing the troſſe in their handes, and confc ſſuiq themſclues 
to a Peſt, euen in the view of the whole wo? 21d. The cauſe 
of whoſe death was naught cle , but their heat tie affection, 
and naturall loue to their Countrie , And kinde god will to 
their Countrie- men: as thoſe which could not tollerate the 
eretution of a moik execrable Spaniſh tyv2anny, and that a 
baſe Spaniſh ſwaine ſhorilo ſo ontragntoully rauiſi ( cuen be⸗ 
foꝛe their eves) a voiuig damzell left woꝛth · in ſubſtance a- 
bone an himdꝛed thouſande Crouncs. Which ertreameſt 
crueltie was no whit alayd by the death of thoſe two noble 
Gentlemen, but hath rather beenc increaſed noze and moze 


 enentothecrticpation of the whole Noblltie. For in truth 


what is now become of them th2oughout all the Pꝛouinces 

of Flanders, that are vader the Spamth goucrnement : 
Where are now fo many great and famous houſes, where - 
with all hiſtoꝛies of foꝛmer ages are repleniſhed : Dh paze 
nobilitie of France, muſt it nerds be that the time ſhal come, 
when thine vtter inine and ouerthꝛowe ſhall ſerue as an ex⸗ 
ample to other nations, to beware of the Spaniſh tpꝛannie: 
And will not the ſucceſle of theſe thy ncrt neighboꝛs at this 
day any whit moue oꝛ warne thee? ere ſome will ſap, what 
nerd \ve be ſo carcfiulifo2 the gwdeſtate of our nobiity,ſocing 


| that it be once delroxet, we ſhall peraduenture remame 


free 
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free from beeing ante moze tared, and powled? no without 
doubt we ſhall be tared, no moꝛe then thoſe of Naples and of 
Milaneare at this day, from whence all manner of inuenti⸗ 
ons and deuiſes ſeruing to this purpoſe are bꝛought aznanatk 


vs. Do wee not alrcadie ſce how they beginne to caſe vs 


of ſuch our ſizperWuous and neuer well bꝛoked charges? we 
are tonſtramed to make warre vnder the colour of the coin- 
man wcalthes benefit and commoditie, hoping therby to re- 
medie ſuch ertreame tarings as we are daily troubled with- 
all, vet haue theſe warres bꝛought foꝛth nothing cls as vet 
but deſtruction with fire and ſwoꝛd? haue wee not ſerne our 
wines and childꝛen rauiſhed befoze our eyes? haue not our 
gods, our houſes and our ſelues been robbed, ſpoyled and 
maſſacred 2 ano haue not our tarings been doubled? and ac- 
companted with a number of new kindes of bozrowinges, 
lanes, and impꝛeſts: being fed onely with this bare comtoꝛt 
which ſome do ſecretly ecke to perſwade vs) that if anie 


thing be left vs to pair teil, and taxes vnto the Spanpard, 


wee ſhall not pate alone, foꝛ all tones and citties,thall pate 
as Vell as wer, and we ſhal haue no Nobilitte to trouble and 
vere vs ante moꝛe. Alas, and ſhall wer haue no Noble men 
kefte amongſt vs: ho ſhall then defend vs , if wee bee aſ⸗ 
ſauitcd:Shall ſo great a charge ber canunitted to a few freſh 
water ſoultiers 2 J meane to: thoſe ſirterne newe hatched 
Caualteros: who know better how-to tut our thꝛoats then

tentlp take away from the zd arlament a Sergeant x com⸗ 
pamon of their owne, condemned by lawe to die fo2 wilfull 
murther, making him to paſſe though the cheefe chamber

did euer enterpꝛiſe ſo outrageous a fac 2: But in their flat 
teruig perſwaſions wherby we unagine that at our pleature 
wie may cucn at one blow rumate and deſtrov the whole 
Nobilitie, it ſcemcth that we may without controhment both 
checke and mate the ſame. But oh god Loꝛd, how much 
are we decetued, and how far are we from that, foꝛ that cn- 
!p will remarne as a due ſcourge to chaſtice vs moſt imkunde 
traiteurs to dur Countrev, and as the veric patternes of 
monſtruovs ingratitude, the like whereof the woꝛlde Udne- 
uct perlde, as thoſe that rather deſcrue to bee boꝛne flaucs, 
and bꝛedde as vaſſals to the Caſtillian tiranmv, then in this 
moſt faire, and free Coumtrev of France. Do wer not fore 
Ge that the thꝛer partes of our Nobilitie are and hauc been 
ol long time armed agamlt vs, and that the reſt ſing theſe 
vmaturall contractes with the Spamardes, foꝛ as much as 
they deteſt to haue ſo fcule and ſo repꝛochtull a blotte of mfa- 
my and treaſen engrauen on the foꝛt heads of their poſteritie 
(either manifeff, foꝛ armung the mic dies againſt the Floure⸗ 
de Luſe, 02 ſeeret, fo2 lurking in their houſes like daſtar da, ſo 
long as this publizuc flame doth burne m therr naturall 
Coumrrey)they prepare wtth all poſſible ſpeed to ſhow them- 
— — uke couragious dhld2enin the great and blodie bat- 
taties, which Fraure ther naturall mother, vea faire and 
Noble France , w potent and gine to Spame, if it ſhall 
perteime the fame to haue ſo much coꝛage o2 ſo much valour, 
that it dare encounter vr and accept of fight. Dh how hard a 
matter wil it be to vanquiſh this Nobilitie 2 being once toy- 
ned togither: which though it bee dinided, and fighting a⸗ 
gainſt necclſitto, hath. notwithſtanding atreaie obtamed 
ſundꝛie notabie bictoꝛies, and hath bzought vs to lo miſe⸗ 
rable a famine- : this N obilitty maintetned by ſo manp, fo 
ſtrong and ſo well minted cities: This Nobilitic on whom 
all the god ſouidiers do alwares attend and waite : which 
ate the ſtockes on whom by reaſon of her great pzowes ſhe 
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ſifted with the goodly and ſtrung armies of thoſe populous 
and mightie nations, that at all times haue beene in perfect 
league and amitic with the name of France, and enemies 


vnto the tyꝛaimie of Spaine, all which will no doubt with 


might and maine toyntly hinder the encreaſe theredf: this 
Nobilitie led and commannded by ſo many excellent Cap- 
tames, who maugre all theſe tome windes of ſeditton and 

to the mtolicrable grieſe of the Spaniard, doe vet ſuruiuc the 
furie of theſe miſcrabie tempeſts. This Nobilitic animated, 

and enflamed vnto warre by the aſpect of thoſe bꝛight ſhi- 
ning ſtarres, the childꝛen of Sant Lewjs, pꝛocæding from 
that warlike race, which cannot, noꝛ will not die but in the 
middeſt of bloudie battailes: and to conclide,this Nobility ſo 
vndaunted and ſo terrible in armes, that knowes not vet 
what it is to recovle and giue ground, much lcile to be daim⸗ 
ted with fearc;: which alwapes heweth, and with the dint of 
ſwoꝛd cutteth out her wav, and makes himſclfe paſſage, 
What : and ſhall it be vanquiſhed , and ſhall it thus be ouer- 
thzowne by theſe Caſtulians and renegd Frenchmen Ts 
it wpon them we mult relve our hopes ? Js it from them we |

came? Lect vs rather conſider and thinke vpon cor owne nes 
- ceſſitics which ſtill doe pꝛeſſe and fellow vs, let vs J beſecch 
pan)remember the commodities that we haue to, and thoſe 
which we daylp feele the want of, and not gor abcut to fo:ce 
and ſurpꝛize cities which are defer:ded and munmtavncd by ſo 
manv of the Nobilitie, a thing which all the ſtrength of the 
woꝛdde contoyned together may nat, noꝛ cannot atchime and 
bing to paſſe. Here ſome will ſap, that we ſhall now be 
troubled with Spamards, thoſc areat warrioꝛs, thoſe great 
bug · beares: what: thoſe th: thouſande Wallons led and 
tonunanded bp a reneagd Frenchman: what? and are they 
not the mates of thoſe cowardlyrin-awaves of Denis, and 
Argus, who being tenne to one durſt ncucr attempt to 
charge one (mall munber of the Nobilitic of France: Are 
ther all the great and inuinctble Spaniſh foꝛces ( as foꝛ the 
natirall, they will neuer he dꝛawen to leaue the Cittadels:) 
Are theſe they, who without any other helpe will one of 
theſe bates in trunnphant ſort bꝛing vs, al our enemies p2iſo- 
ners into the 25aſtille: who if they be ſo mightie, how comes 
it to paſte that they con not defende them ſelues better from 
the open enemics of all Chꝛiſtendome? why haue they fo

of the flouriſhing kingdom of Naples, and of the rich Duke- 


dome of Millaine: both auncient and lawiull Patrimonies 


ol the houſe of Agon and Orleans „ which earſt cot 
France the pꝛice of ſo much golde,andioſſe ol ſo much bloud⸗ 
Is not this that charitie, which ſo vnlalufully detayneth the 
pꝛincipalitie of Flanders, and of the Countic of Burgondie 
from vs? that hath vſurpednew France from vs,yea ars 
France, which the fapze riuers ol Loyꝛe, Beine, and Dame 
doe waſh and runne alongſt! Is not this the verie ſame Ca⸗ 
tholike charitie, that with large pꝛomiſes and a little ſiluer, 
ſuboꝛned the confeſſour of one of our Rings, by whoſe fonde 
perſwaſions the Conntie of Rouſsillion was ſo ſubtllie dif- 
membꝛed from the Crowne and Demaines of France: Js 
not this alſo that charitie, that Catholike hinnilitie with 
which he hath pzeſiuned to diſpoſſeſſe vs of our right of pꝛe⸗ 
cedence, and to take place-befo2e vs: Alas, what an indigni⸗ 
tie is this:? Is it not a ſhame fo2 France, that this newe vp- 
ſtart, this new come Chꝛiſtian, whom not vet long ſince we 
haue dꝛawen from the Alcoꝛan, and from Pagamime (who

the Clerke 2 Oh pooꝛe and miſerable Frenchmen, are we 
ſo voide of iudgement that we cannot perceiue how he will 
not employ his larcemes and ſtolen goods ſo nigh home, but 
that he ſends and embanks them further? is there any man 
that knowes not, oꝛ at leaſt that wil not know, how Ber- 
nardin Mendoza hath weekly paid the woꝛk men of it: and 
that Buſsi is but a ſubſtitute of that Barbarian and ſquvnt⸗ 

tied great Commaundadour: who in effect is the chief Cap- 

tame of the Baſtille? Doth not the Spamard alſo pꝛomiſe

ted al theſe erecrable villemes and ontrageeus ctueltics, did 
tie and chame them at there beds leete, oꝛ in other places, 
and laſt of all the generall and continucill cruell toꝛme ntunge 
ond maſſacring of thy pooꝛe and wꝛetched Citizens: hath 
nat the repoꝛt thereofmade all them that euer heard it to 
tremble at the ſame, and feel a kind of hoꝛroꝛ in them ſclucs: 
and nowe to take away the appꝛehenſion of ſo manp cuills 
from vs, they goc about to bleare and blinde vs with theyꝛ 
holie Inquiſition - Good Lozds that the firſt meſſe that 
the Spamard will pꝛeſent vs with: is that the Ring that 
he will wedde France withall: will he endowe vs with that 
ſeuere and barbarous Inquiſition, which hath the vertue to 
make men rotte in pꝛiſon, beefoze they know any cauſe, and 
Who is they2 actuſer? that Inquiſition, which vnder a falle 
pꝛetence of Religion,doth miſerably bꝛung all them that dc- 
teſt the Spaniſh tirannny to death and confuſion 2 Are wee 
ignoꝛant how they haue vſcd the ſame at Naples, and at 
Millane, and how only that hath bin the meane and efficient 
cauſe to deſtrov and ſubuert all the noble houſes which be⸗ 
foꝛe times had in any ſoꝛte followed oꝛ ſauoꝛed the French 
facnction: Is this then that holy Inquiſition, of which god 
Catholiques neede not ſtand in any fſeare: no in good ſoth 
they need not feare it,alwaics pꝛotuded that the haue they:

The Rectour of our Uniuerſitie of Pa⸗ 
ris, a man foz the purpoſe, choſen by the Spaniard, and de 
uoted to them, not long ſince ſuing and labouring that this 
Inquiſition might be embzaccd amongſt vs, told vs that if 
it bꝛought ſome nmocent to his death, it would i recom-

Huguenots. There is no doubt of that, ſoꝛ when the leaſt

{cent and ſoueraigne remedies againſt this diſeaſe can not 
cure himſelf:How can he pꝛomiſe helth vnto vs, whe he him 
ſelfe is full of ſoꝛes and vicers: Wherefore ſhonld we rather 
thinke him a ſkillull Phiſution, then a pꝛatling Ciarlatan: 
But J ſee what it is, he gocth about to pꝛeferre the infirmi 

tie befoꝛe death, and yet would faine perſuade vs the contra- 
rie. Foꝛ if it be not ſo, how comes it to paſſe, that he who 
would fayne be reputed an Angell of heauen(without whoſe 
helpe we ſhould all be Hugonats) hath graunted the inhabi⸗ 
tants of Antwerpe to uuov the free libertie of theyꝛ conſci⸗ 
ences foꝛ the ſpace of foure whole peeres * Where is that 
carneſf,pure and Cathglike zeale which he would make the 
wozld belcene to be in bun: And vet all this is nothing in re⸗ 
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garde of the! Edict which was made at Gant in the pre of 
our Loꝛde 1576. Fo2 bythathe peelded and pꝛomiſed, 
that none ducting in ante of the P2omnces, which had 
ſybwitted themſelucs to his lawes and obedience, ſGonlbe in 
amie ſoꝛt be troubled oꝛ maleſted cœiicernuig matters of reli⸗ 
gion. And as touching the pꝛouuites of Holand and Zeiand,

taine themſelucs in all dutie aud loyaltic towards hun: hee 
hath attempted to ty2aninze them with no lefſe barbarcus 
crueltie, then he ſpared not to intreate the Indians with all 
vnchaſhian :mmanitie,contrar ie to his ſundꝛie othes and ſo⸗ 
lemne vous made unto them. And when as by humble ſip⸗ 

plications they haue befought him, ſending fo? ſollicitcurs 
of theyꝛ ſute.,ct the moti noble and honourable perſonages ol 
the Countrie, to ſeeke to mittigate his mercileſſe mallice, 
and to pꝛocure a remedie fo2 fo great a miſchicfe, Euen then 
hath he moſt of all lyke the vvper her venome / ſpit foꝛth his 
ſpight, and redcubled his rage agayr.lt this innocent people, 

molt nuſerably and unthout mercie „ putting them to the 
ſwoꝛd, as ſhcep to the laughter, his impious Crceitencic be⸗ 
ing impatient ol the peiitions > bis faithful, end (but to af- 

fectionate) ſultects,as in decde to our coſt we may ſaie, they 
haue but ta much ſhe wed rheinſelues to be. Foꝛ in wines of 
theyꝛ god willes, they haue at ſcricrall tunes (beſides the re⸗ 
uenues of his Demaines and receit of tallages, ſubſdies, and 
other oꝛdina rie impoſtes) al nted to ſupplie the Emperour 
with the ſum:me of mint nullions ol golde extraoꝛdinarie, and 
in der de haue not failed to turniſh him therewith, though to 
the great de mage of the Nealme of France, But will vou 
knowe what it is that ſo much meueth the patience of this 
barbarous Bing, c rather ince ſtuous tp2ant. It is ſoꝛſeth, 
that his Father the Emperour had theſe tontributoꝛie ſuns 
by gaynuig (with bis Grace theyꝛ good wills, and in derde 
by holding a generall aſſembite ol the Eſtates, gotte them 
graunted by a cemmon conſent of vopces, but Phillip his 
ſonne, onelp by his authoꝛities power, will wzcaft from the 
people what him pleaſeth, ascracting it from a Corntrie 
but newly conquered, Are we ignozant(thinke pou how as 
wcll by the Duke of Alua his endeucur, and by the labor r of 
other the miniſters and executioners cf his miſchieſes, hee 


went abaut to obtame this cxacticn amongſt them, vtz. that 
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euerie man ſhould yeeld hun pereiy the tenth or his revenue, 
and paio hum the tenth penme of euerie thing that ſhould bee 
ſolde, vea, and foꝛ euerie time it ſhould be vttered, though it 
were bought and ſolde an hundꝛeth times to and fro, which 
ſurely had amoumted to a maſſe ineſtimable? And vet hee 
thought he dealt verie fauourably with the Flemings, ſith 
he maketh no tonſcience to extoꝛt the fifth part verety of the 
Indians, Nay this is not all, the couetouſnes of this defenci⸗ 
ble piller of Chꝛiſtendome , oꝛ rather offencible piller and 
poller of other mens poſſeſſions, hath encroched even vnto 
the Eccleſiaſticall rights and liuings. Foꝛ conſidering with 
| himiſelfe that this mtollerable tyzanme, vnto which hee cow 
'S pled that barbarous and vnchꝛiſtian Inquiſition of Dpaine, 
might at the length bꝛerde a diſcontentment amongeſt his | 
ſubiects. To giue remedie thereunto, hee determined vppon 
this reſolution, which was to cut off from the Cleargie ſo 
much of they2 reuenue as might ſuffice to maintayne ſuch a 
ninnber of men at armes, that therewith he might ſo budle 
them, + ſo ſtraightly curbe them with the x poke of his ſubicc⸗ 
tion, that though he ſhould take al that euer they haue from 
chem, vet ſhould they not once dare to grudge 02 murmure 
agaynſt him. Which manner of dealing made them all, both 
Church men, Nobilitic,and Communaltie iopne together 
to ſeeke ſome meanes how to ſhake off ſuch an inſuppoꝛtable 
burthen,as lawfully they might doe, ſeeing it meerely was 
repugnant and contrarie to the eſtabliſhed lawes of theyz 
Comtric, and namelve to that Satute, whereby it 
is pꝛouided, that hee ſhall not impoſe ame newe ſub- 
ſedie oꝛ taration vpon the people without the adinſe and 
conſent of the States generall of the countrie, vpon which 
lawes both he and his p2edeceſſo2s haue berne receuied and 
acknowledged foꝛ Loꝛdes and gouernours of their ſocictie, 
but with this expꝛeſſe pꝛouiſo, that if at and time they 
ſhould infringe oꝛ violate thoſe lawcs,they alſo ſhould ip(o 
fafo or diſcharged rom the bond of any oth of alleageance 
97 
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o2 other duetie, wherem veto2e they had tved themſelues vn 
to them. So J lay, theſe Spanvoliʒed Frenchmen as they 
know not, oꝛ at leaſt iuiſe will not ſæme to know how iuſt⸗ 
lp the people of Flanders are ſtirred vp to this warre, euen 
ſo as men wedded to their owne ouerweemngs fo2 meere 
blindneſle, doe they not diſcerne the milchiele into the which 
of a bꝛauerie they hurle them ſelues headlong, moſt miſe⸗ 


rably thzuſting both their owne and their poſtcrities necks 


into the haulter , and in lew of the ſreedom whercm they 
haue beene boꝛne and brought vp, become the laues and 
bond men of the moſt ſauage, faithleſſe, mhumaine, and bar⸗ 
barous nation, that the circuit of the whole woꝛld doth com- 
pꝛehend. Ch wiſe, and well aduiſed men of Holland and 
Zeland, and thoſe other inhabitants of the vnited Pꝛotun⸗ 
ces of the lou Countries: yea J will ſap further, Oh moſt 
happy people, if knowing(as indeed vou doe) whence ſp2in- 
geth your bliſſe and bale, you per ſiſt in your ſage reſolution, 
whereby pou ſhall auoide all imminent miſchiefcs, and un 
ſhot ſpace infeoffe pour (clues with felicitie, accompanied 
with an aſſured ſaletie from the @pamiſh tyꝛannie. Surely 
pou are mo2e neare thereunto, then the tyꝛant is to death, 
although he be alrcadie old,crazcd,and decrepite. And your 
gladneſſe ſhall bꝛing ſo much the greater griele to cur turn⸗ 
cote Frenchmen, when they ſhall ſ& them ſelues ſo mated 
with milcric, dcuoide of all hope of deuuerance from that 
barme, which pour pꝛudence and foꝛeſight hath eſcaped, and 
fred pour ſelues ſrom:and ſhall ſerue fo2 an example of toity 
to all the woꝛld, as notable as pour ceunſell and conſtancie 
ſhall be to your poſteritie admirable. But let vs returne 
to the Spaniſh King. Shall we then be ſuch ſimpic ſottes, 
as to belieue that he would not willingly couple Frauncc to 
his other countries. Yea, though with condition that it 
were all Hugonots, oꝛ of what religion ſoeuer? Are we fo 
blinde, that we know not his butte to be the body, and not 
the ſoulc, his fetch to be at r „and not at the Here⸗

taken from him, which in the pcare of our Lo2d 15 69. he 
ſent into Flanders vnto the Duke of Aluaz till which ac he 
had league and alliance both offenciuc and deffenciue with 
them, cuen with thoſe that were vowed enimies to the 
Pope and ali Papiſme: Oh conſtant Catholike, Oh puil- 
ſant Pꝛotedour of the faith Catholicall? whom the loſſe ol 
his gold, not the lacke o religion p2onoked, the intereſt ol 
Spaine, not the right of Rome ſfoong and pꝛicked to tte | 
hart. All the d2eadfull thꝛeatnings, and fearcfull erconnnu⸗ 
nications thundꝛed out by the Pope againſt the Engliſh 
. — could neuer haue power to make him leaue 
league with England, when a few loſt crownes made him 
immediatiylet fall both friendſhip, and faith, and climbe vp 
cuen vato the cloubes with the ſwell of reuenge and ven- 
geance. Let men ſay then what they lift, let them thunder, 
and th2eaten, let heauen and earth be at iarre together, vet 
ſhall they neuer remoue me from theſe two marimes. The 
one, that the Spaniſh religion cenſiſteth in enlarging the 
imetes and houndes of his dominions, his zeale in connnan⸗ 
ding his neighbour nations, and his care in aſpiring to the 
Maieſtie ol a Bonarche, that other religion he hath none, 
but vleth that of the peoples accoꝛding as it may belt 
mantaine the trade of his tyꝛannie.

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affembled together. Let vs bethinke vs then at length I 
beſerch you, and let vs looke vnto our ſelues, let vs conſider 
on the one ſide the happie eſtate of thoſc eight oꝛ nyne great 
P2ouinces that are alreadie in quietneſſe vnder the obedi 

ence and p2otection of our Ning, on the other ſive, let vs be⸗ 

hold our own miſcrable and accurſed condicion that liue not, 

but languiſh in davlv expectation of death though the cruel 
infliction of famine, which as an handmaide attends on theſe 
warres, Let vs well ponder the waight of our enterpꝛiſe, 

Which tendeth to no other end but to continue, to fill France 
with bꝛigandage and bourelage, with rapes, and robberies, 

with theft and murther, to multiply by millions the munber 
of pooꝛe widowes and fatherieſſc childzen, to no other end 
but to maintaine the pꝛide of the Spaniſh vſurpation , and 
make our ſelues the onely w2ctched and miſerable wꝛetches 
of the woꝛld, and onely to pleale the deſires, and ſecond the 
humoꝛs of certaine deſpcrate caſt-awaies, the hoꝛroꝛs of 
whoſe treaſons and offences hath clcane conſumed our 
Ringes conuſeration ; yeelding to the appetites of thoſe, 

who by their contracts being counterchanged into Spams 
ards, haue no moꝛe any feeling oꝛ app2chenſion of the griefes 
and miſeries of Fraunce, but rather contrariwife make her 
miſeries, their mirth, her loſſes, their riches , and her ruine, 

their riſmges. It all this can not mollify the hardnes of our 
harts, il in our mindes there remame no remnant ol re- 
moꝛſe, vet at leaſt wiſe let our epes enfonne vs, and let vs 
with them behold our ſelues beſet on cuecry ſide with the

4 That no Spaniardſhalbe endowed with any benefice, 
02 beare iudiciall office in this Realm, noꝛ be admitted to the 
gouernement of any townes oꝛ bozderung places, 

5 That the offices of iuſtice ſhall not be made mercena- 
cp, but be frcelp beſtowed vppon good and honeſt perſons, 
fuch as ſhall haue beſtowed thepz tune in ſtudy and in the 
pꝛaaile ol the bar. 

6 Burt as foꝛ fuch as not being anſwerable to theſe ſavde 
conditions, ſhall haue already purchaſed any ſuch places of 
dignity 02 office, being men of behawiour and Catholiques: 
in regard that they haue paide foꝛ them, and many of then 
pet owe rents and fines foz the ſame. It ſhalbe lawfull fo: 
them at this time to reſigne vnto others that ſhalbe capable 
of them, being Catholiques and men learned, and of good 
and honeſt reputation, who afterwards nerde not make any 
other reſignation 

7 That his Paieſty hall make a banke o2 ſtock of two 
imlLons of gold to be kept in Paris, and employed foꝛ the 
paiment of the arrerages of the rents ofthe chamber of the 
Citty, and that his (aide Maieſty hail at his pꝛoper coſt-and 
charges, and with that which it Galt pleaſe our holy father 
the Pope to contribuite, cntretan the warres that now we 
haue in hard.

wha them ſelues. 


By vertue of the articles here aboue agreed on, his 
Highnes foꝛ a begimnng ol the ſayd ſtocke oꝛ bank 
of two millions of gold, hath cauſed already to bee 
deliuercd into the City of Paris, the ſum of foure 
hundꝛeth thouſand crownes,
